silanol group on a surface thereof

from the group consisting of an amino group, an e poxyethyl grou p, an epoxyethvloxv group, 
a vinyl group, an isonropenvl group, a l- phenvlvinvl group, a 4-vinylphenyl group, an 
isocvanate group, and a hydroxyl group an d the substituent directly bonds to a silicon atom of 
the substituted silvl group, and 

wherein the number of carbon atoms in the alkyl group is 3 or greater and 1 8 

or less. 
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Claim 23 (Currently amended): The resin composition as claimed in claim 
[[21]] 22 , wherein the biodegradable resin is a polyester-based resin. 

Claim 24 (Previously presented): The resin composition as claimed in claim 
23 3 wherein the polyester-based resin is poly(lactic acid). 

Claim 25 (Currently amended): A resin molded object, wherein the resin 
molded object is obtained by molding the resin composition as claimed in claim [[21]] 22.

Claim 27 (Currently amended): The - resin composition as claimed in claim 26 ; 
A resi n composition comprising a biodegradable resin and an organically modified layered 
silicate, the organically modified layered silicate comprising a layered silicate and a 
substituted silvl group, the substituted silyl group bonding to the layered silicate and 
comprising a substituted or non-substituted alkyl group* and the layered silicate comprising a 
silanol group on a surface thereof, 

wherein the substituted or non-substitu ted alkyl grou p is a substituted first 
alkyl group, the substituted first alkyl gr oup comprises ft sub stituent se lected from the group 
consisting of an amide linkag e, an ester linkage^ an N-oxymeth yleneamino grou p, and an 
N,N-di(o% ymethylene)amino group, th e substituent bonds to a terminal of the first alkyl 
group, and the sub stituent com prises a non-substituted second alkyl group, and 
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wherein the total of the number of carbon atoms in the first alkyl group and 
the number of carbon atoms in the second alky! group is 3 or greater and 18 or less. 

Claim 28 (Currently amended): The resin composition as claimed in claim 
[[26]] 27, wherein the biodegradable resin is a polyester-based resin. 

Claim 29 (Previously presented): The resin composition as claimed in claim 
28, wherein the polyester-based resin is poly (lactic acid).
